PERTH PLAYERS SURVIVE 
BALI BOMBING

Players and officials from the West Australian first 
division club Perth City are experiencing an end-of-sea- 
son vacation that they are likely never to forget, after 
finding themselves caught up in the terrible events of 
Saturday night’s Bali tragedy. 

‘Two of the twelve first team players that made the 
trip were hit by flying metal from the massive explosion 
that claimed the lives of almost 200 innocent victims. 
“One player had to have an operation to remove frag- 
ments of metal from his head and the other had burns 
‘on the back of his legs,” said a club spokesman last 
‘Sunday evening, 

“Thankfully, both are said to be doing fine now.” 

The group arrived in Bali last Wednesday and are 
staying at the Kuta Paradiso Hotel, which is in Tuban, 
on Bali’s southern peninsula and no more than a five 
minute drive from the scene of devastation. 

The touring party Is not expected to return to West 
Australia for another week, although there has yet to be 
any word about whether the disaster will persuade them 
fo return earlier than scheduled.

Quite apart from the obvi-

“The Marconi NSL budget 
this season is in the region of 
$800,000, certainly not a huge 
amount by previous NSL stan- 
dards. 


Soccer attracts a large num-

Unfortunately, that positive 
marketing message has not 
necessarily been trumpeted by 
the current board, and the les- 
son for Marconi supporters 
attending the AGM on Sunday 
may well be for them to ensure 
that whomever they intend to 
vote for is “soccer friendly.” 

But whatever they do, I 
implore them to vote against 
this resolution and ensure that 
NSL soccer at Marconi is here 
to stay,” ended Legget.

each week, 

There is a temptation to 
succumb 4o the negativity that 
sometimes consumes people in 
soccer. That must not happen. 

Thave outlined three simple 
steps that are achievable if 
those involved have the will to 
succeed and an attitude that 
puts the good of the game 
ahead of personal disagree- 
ments, 

This is a time in the history 
of the code that will be looked 
back on as a turning point.

Currently hosting ‘Soccer 
Scene’ on Fox Sports with for- 
mer Socceroo Robbie Slater and 
also organizing a UK Premier 
League tour, Paschalidis has 
been a busy man but took the 
time out in talking to ABSW’s 
editor Mark Stavroulakis about 
certain footballing issues and of 
course his many famous antics 
on live-TV. 


1) Your regarded within the 
Australian soccer circles as one 
of the larikans of the game, how 
do you feel about that?

Doubt 
Officials at South 
Melbourne and the Knights 
both raised serious doubts 
over the viability of a second 
division. 
Officials at both clubs are 
sceptical about the 
proposals from clubs 
including Green 
Gully, Bulleen and 
the renegade Preston 
Lions who are 
reported as leading a 
Victorian group seeking to 
form a second division of the 
NSL next year.

Dual Sergio Melta Medal win- 
ner Bradley Armour intends to 
make next season his soccer swan- 
song and expects to end his out- 
standing career with the White 
City Woodville Warriors. 

Armour polled 37 points to win 
South Australia’s coveted best and 
fairest award by a whopping 16- 
point margin from pre-count 
favourite Aaron Westervelt, the 
motor man midfielder of the 
Adelaide Galaxy, 

A former Seaford Surfer player, 
Armour revealed all of the talents 
gleaned from playing 101 NSL 
games’ with Adelaide City over 
four seasons (1995-96 and 1998- 
99) when he scored five goals. 

He first tasted the glory of 
medal success in 1992 with White 
City and proved that he is not a 
Spent force by repeating the effort 
during the highly competitive 
2002 season. 

This time Armour amassed 10 
first preference votes, three second 
and one third preference nod dur- 
ing a magnificent season when he 
missed just one of the 22 league 
games through suspension. 

He began the campaign in sen- 
sational fashion, racking up four 
best on field three pointers by 
round 12. 

Armour more than doubled his 
tally in the following eight rounds

he Asian financial cri- 

sis, which hit Korea in 

1997, seriously 
wounded its national pride 
and people’s self-confidence. 
The election of President 
Kim Dae Jung, however, and 
his strong resolve to restruc- 
ture South Korea through 
austerity and tenacity made 
sure that the world started to 
take Korea seriously as a 
legitimate democracy and as 
an emerging major force in 
Asia. 

The 2002 World Cup was 
seen as a strategic step in “re- 
branding” South Korea to the 
rest of the world. Dr Chung 
Mong Joon the President of the 
Korea Football Association 
began the tough task of bid- 
ding for the World Cup. The 
connection with Australia is 
interesting in that one of the 
major contributors to the 
Korean bid was Dr Song 
Young-Shik, the former 
Ambassador to Trinidad - 
Tobago, was the Secretary 
General of the bid committee. 
In September 2001, the per- 
sonable Dr Song was appoint- 
ed as the Ambassador of the 
Republic of Korea to 
Australia. 

After winning the bid as a 
joint Co-host with Japan, 
Korea invested d total of 2 tril- 
lion won, or roughly US$1.78 
billion into the construction of 
10 soccer stadiums around the 
country. 

While this investment was 


unprecedented in previous 
world cup preparations by any 
country, the economic side 
effects to be brought to the 
host country were obviously 
also expected to be enormous. 
The Korea Development 
Institute (KDI), a major gov- 
ernment think tank, estimated 
that value added inducement 
effects would amount to over 
3.72 trillion won (about 
US$3.32 billion) and around 8 
trillion won (US$7.14 billion) 
was expected to be added to 
the nation’s gross domestic 
product (GDP). 

I first began to take an inter- 
est in South Korea during the 
Sydney Olympic Games open- 
ing ceremony in September 
2000, when the “Friendly 
Games” saw an impressive 
show of unprecedented Co- 
operation between North & 
South Korean Athletes as they 
walked out together to a very 
emotional welcome from the 


couldn’t help reflecting that 
here I was an Australian of 
Hungarian origin with an 
Australian / Scottish col- 
league, waiting to meet a 
Korean Academic in an Irish 
Pub (O’Kims) in downtown 
Seoul to discuss ways to 
strengthen the Economic 
Partnership between Australia 
and Korea.

When our Korean colleague 
arrived to discuss our respec- 
tive study strategies regarding 
bilateral trade, our conversa- 
tion began with animated dis- 
cussion about the 2002 Korea - 


improbable Korean Football 
adventure are still continuing 
with the possibility of Dr 
Chung Mong-Joon the popular 
Korea Football Association, 
President, being swept to 
power as the next President of 
the Republic of Korea. 

Born in 1951 in Pusan, 
Chung Mong-Joon is the 
youngest son of the late 
Hyundai founder Chung Ju- 
Yung. He graduated from 
Seoul National University with 
a Bachelor of Arts in 
Economics and continued his 
studies at MIT and Johns 
Hopkins Uniyersity in the 
United States, where he earned 
a Ph.D. in international rela- 
tions. 

He became CEO of Hyundai 
Heavy Industries in 1987 and 
was elected to the Korean 
Parliament as an independent 
in 1988 and has retained his 
Parliamentary position through 
4 successive campaigns.

Six months later I was in 
Seoul heading up a study on 
behalf of the Australia Korea 
Foundation (AKF) regarding 
Korea and the enhancement of 
bilateral trade with Australia.

It was 
not bravado about Korea's 
chances at the World Cup but 
rather a nervous dissertation 
about the possibility of Korea 
suffering severe embarrass- 
ment through unfavorable 
comparisons with ‘their Co- 
hosts Japan. This nervousness 
was reflected every time we 
bought up the question of 
chook goo (Soccer) with peo- 
ple from all walks of life in 
Korea - “what if Japan win 
some games & we don’t”. 

South Korea in fact created 
history by becoming the first 
Asian nation to reach the semi 
finals of the World Cup and 
their “Red Devils” captured 
the hearts and minds of not 
only their Korean fans but also 
the huge global television 
audience that was captivated 
by their courageous perfor- 
mances.

He was elected as a Vice 
President of FIFA (Federation 
Internationale de Football 
Association) in 1994 and 
became the Co-chairman of 
KOWOC (the Korean 
Organizing Committee for the 
2002 FIFA World Cup Korea- 
Japan). His personal wealth is 
said to be around 172 billion 
won (US$151 million). 

The building blocks of 
Chung’s personal and profes- 
sional development have con- 
verged, culminating on 
Tuesday 24 September 2002 in 
the declaration of his bid to 
contest the December 19 
Korean Presidential Elections. 

His unquestioned passion 
and determination for Korean 
national reconciliation and 
revolutionary political reform, 
is also fuelled by thwarted 
family ambitions and political 
pragmatism learned from his 
father’s unsuccessful Korean 
presidential bid in 1992. 


kudos, his approval rating has 
since surged ahead and topped 
those of other presidential can- 
didates in most opinion polls, 
making him a serious con- 
tender in the coming presiden- 
tial election. 

Tt is little wonder then that 
Chung , the Independent four- 
term Parliamentarian was 
being seriously courted by the 
Millennium Democratic Party 
(MDP) to join its effort to revi- 
talize the current ruling party, 

The MDP Presidential can- 
didate is falling behind the 
opposition candidate Lee Hoi- 
Chang, of the Grand National 
Party (GNP), due in part to a 
series of corruption scandals 
that have implicated President 
Kim Dae-Jung’s two sons and 
former aides. 

To date, however, Chung, 
has rejected all offers from the 
major parties and instead said 
he would form a new party by 
joining with other political 


forces such as the United 
Liberal Democrats. 


. While the popular betting 


was that the pragmatic Chung 
would be enticed to the MDP 
where there is a growing sense 
of frustration with their presi- 
dential candidate Roh Moo- 
Hyun. 

Tt now seems more probable 
that Chung will form a new 
party, perhaps recruiting disen- 
chanted MDP 
Parliamentarians, who have 
threatened to leave the party 
unless Roh renounces his bid, 
as it is felt that the continuing 
decline in his (Roh’s) popular~ 
ity has contributed to the 
party’s crushing defeats in 
local and parliamentary elec- 
tions in June and August, and 
is a warning sign of a 
December debacle for the 
MDP with its current candi- 
date. 

Chung’s critics have 
claimed that despite his 
lengthy term in office he had 
done almost nothing as a 
politician and that he is oppor- 
tunistically trying to take 
advantage of the Korean pub- 
lic’s euphoria over the sefecess 
of the World Cup finals for 


political gain. 
It has also been pointed out 
that while his, platform 


includes combating corruption 
and the forging of national rec- 
onciliation, he cannot point to 
any anti-corruption activity 
that he has championed in the 
past, 

There are also questions 
regarding his wealth being a 
political liability, along with 
the influence of his powerful 
Hyundai connections, and the 
frequent comparisons with his 
father’s unsuccessful presiden- 
tial bid in 1992. 

While Chung has yet to face 
the intense public scrutiny to 
determine whether he has what 
it takes to become the next 
president of Korea, and his 


critics hope the World Cup _ 


bubble will burst by December 


19 - Chung is growing in con~ 


fidence (and popularity) and 
has remained firm on his stated 
policy based on: seeking 
national harmony and looking 
to the future instead of cling- 
ing to the past. 

The opinion polls indicate 
that Chung is just slightly 
behind the GNP candidate 
Lee, but has already overtaken 
the MDP candidate Roh, and 
according to the political 
strategists, if the election were 
to end up being a two-way 
race, Chung would have an 
excellent chance of defeating 
Lee. 

So the term “political foot- 
ball” could indeed take on a 
new dimension in Korea as the 
polls seem to support Chung’s 
confidence in gaining the 
Presidency.

Women’s National Soccer League (WNSL) campaign on a positive 
note. With the score locked at 0-0 for 90 minutes, a late foul by Anissa 
Tann centimetres outside the NSW box provided Heather Garriock 
with a free kick opportunity, 

Garriock, a former Sapphire, took her chance and bent the ball over the 
Sapphires wall, but NSW keeper, Cassie Kell, was unable to hold onto the 
shot, which allowed April Mann, to pounce and walk the winner over the 
line with the last kick of the game, 

‘The opening game for the NSW and Queensland representatives was 
played in hot, humid and windy conditions at Valentine Sports Park, 
Glenwood. Both teams included on their team sheets Matildas who had only 
arrived back in Australia the previous day from playing in the US NIKE 
Cup. 

‘The NSW pair of Anissa Tann and Cassandra Kell played full game for 
the Sapphires, whilst Queensland-based Matildas Heather Garriock and 
April Mann also played full games, with Olivia Hohnke lasting until the 
74th minute before being substituted for Natalie Thomas. 

‘The grueling travelling and playing schedule, coupled with the stifling 
weather conditions made it difficult for the national representatives to hit 
their strides. Added to that, NSW was also missing their two other Matildas, 
Kelly Golebiowski and Thea Slatyer, who were unavailable for the opening 
fixture and possible the following 4 fixtures, due to both remaining in the 
United States to pursue professional trials. 

‘The opening stanza of the match was a whirlwind affair with both teams 
starting the game at a furious pace. Within the first 5 minutes, Queensland 
had a free kick that was cleaned up easily by the NSW defence, then NSW 
had a corner which was easily accounted for by the Claire Nichols, who had 
a strong game in the Queensland goal. The end-to-end action settled into a 
midfield battle by the 15 minute mark, 

‘The Queensland defence, organised by the seasoned Kate McShea, con- 
tained the NSW pairing of the youthful Catherine Cannuli and experienced 
Julie Murray up front.

With an improvement in her fitness and recovery from 
injury, Murray will certainly be a player to keep an eye on come the busi- 
ness end of the season. 

One problem with the Sapphires game was the overall lack of communi- 
cation, This was particular evident in a mix-up between Anissa Tann and 
goalkeeper Cassie Kell, which allowed Queensland forward Jessica 
Mitchell to let fly with a shot to the top right comer of the goal.

Hi Everyone, 

As you read this week's article, Tam currently in Thailand as part of 
the Coerver Senior Elite Coaching Program. 

Tam touring with 32 players and their families through Thailand and 
China, visiting other Coeryer soccer schools and football academies 
around the region. 

Touring with a team is great opportunity to have a taste of what it is 
like to bea professional footballer. You learn a lot about your team mates 
and also what it takes to back-up every day from playing and training. 
But the most important part is the memories of being with your friends 
playing football. T'll update you about what's happening in next week's 
column, 

Also, commiserations to Alen Stajcic and the NSW Sapphires in their 
‘opening game of the Women's National Soccer League. I know that Alen 
and the girls will bounce back from this and do the business against 
Adelaide next week. 

Now onto this week's tip. So far in this series, I haven't mentioned any- 
thing in regards to the goalkeeper. This is a common mistake that many 
coaches make when coaching junior teams. Normally, if a coach has 
never spent any time between the sticks, they find it difficult to effec- 
tively coach this position. As you all know, a good goalkeeper can mean 
the difference between winning and losing a game, or even a league, As 
modem coaches, we need to understand the techincalities of this often 
overlooked discipline. 

A couple of week's ago, Jim Fraser, Soccer Australia's National 
Goalkeeping Coach, put on the second "Youth Goalkeeper Coaching 
‘Licence Course” ever held in NSW at Valentine Sports Park. The 20 par- 
ticpants ranged from goalkeepers with NSL experience to the youth 
coach without any goalkeeping experience. 

They covered topics such as the role of the goalkeeper, goalkeeper spe- 
cific warm-up and stretching skills, basic goalkeeping techniques, how to 
‘analyze and correct problems, organise periodic training programs and 
how to coach game awareness with plenty of practical work included as 
well. 

To give you an example of one the techniques the coaches learnt, we 
will focus on the most basic of goalkeeping skills, ball handling. 


Ball Handling 
' What sets a goalkeeper apart from all other players is their ability to 
use their hands. 

The ability to hold a powerful shot is dependent on the goalkeepers 
ability to use hand-eye coordination, concentration, technique and body 
positioning. 

Many goalkeeping coaches talk of the idea of a goalkeeper having 
“soft-hands”, or the ability to cushion the blow of a ball rather than have 
“hard-hands” that makes a slapping sound when the ball comes in contact 
with their hands and more often than not means that the ball is batted or 

ied away. 

Good ball handling technique requires a goalkeeper to be first in the 
correct standing position. That is feet slightly shoulder width apart, legs 
slightly bent and with their weight slightly forward. This is important 
because it allows the keeper to move in any direction quickly and effi- 
ciently, 

As the ball aproaches the keeper, they have to make a decision as to 
which technique they should use to gather the ball. For this exercise, we 
will focus on 3 types of balls: along the ground, chest high, head high that 
do not require diving. ; 


Gathering a ball along the Ground 
‘There are 2 techniques which are acceptable to gather a ball along the 
ground that a are directed straight at a keeper. 


a) The Knee Drop 


* the keeper faces the direction that the ball is coming from in the 
stance 

* as the ball approaches, keeper drops one knee to the ground 

* with fingers of both hands pointed downwards and the little fingers 
slightly touching, the ball is scooped up into the chest taking the pace off 
the ball 


b) The Walk Through 


By : 

Similar to the knee direction of the ball 
in the stance as the ball approaches, the keeper keeps their body behind 
the path of the ball, and takes a slight step towards the ball when the ball 
is within range of handling, the keeper chooses a side and bends from the 
waist and again scoops the ball into the chest, maintaining control of the 
ball at all times and continues moving in the same direction 


A Ball into the Chest

* The keeper faces the direction that the ball is coming from in the 
stance

* In actual fact this technique may also be applied to many other tech- 
inques in goalkeeping also. 

* Once again the goalkeeper faces the direction that the ball is coming . 
from in the stance F 

+ As the ball approaches, the hands are raised to form a 'W’ behind the 
ball with the fingers and thumbs. This placement of the hands allows for 
the optimum handling of the ball in the airand alsovon the ground, and 
should be analysed regularly to ensure that a goalkeepers technique is — 
correct. 

* As the ball touches the hands, the arms should give slightly to cush- 
ion the ball and create the "soft-hands" feel and sound. 

* Once the ball is in the hands, the ball should be brought into the chest 
ina similar fashion to the previous technique with the hands over the ball | 
and the elbows together, to ensure that the oncoming striker doesn't knock 
it out. 

Although these techniques sound simple, they require many hours of 
practice to make them look simple. The secret to being a good goal- 
keeper is to have a good technique. It is important that this is coached 
correctly to prevent bad habits creeping in. aor

There has been a lot of discussion in the media 
and around the sidelines about the pathway that a 
player takes from the grassroots to the elite level. 
At the moment, many clubs are in the processing 
trialling for season 2003. This article is for the new- 
comer to the game of soccer in Australia and the 
seasoned veteran as an educational tool and refresh- 
er course. 

One of the most frequently asked questions that I 
get from parents starting their children out in the 
game is “How does my child become the next Harry 
Kewell?” Well, apart from having an abundance of 
natural talent, hours of dedicated training and a 
overpowering will to succeed, you need to follow

the development pathway. : 

Soccer Australia National Coaching and 
Development has a very detailed program to identi- 
fy the talented player. This is the product of years 
of experience and also input from the latest scientif- 
ic information regarding physiological development 
of the young athlete. 

The start of the pathway begins with participation 
at the local club level, or sometimes referred to as 
the grassroots. It is from the ages of 6-10 years of 
age that players learn the basic skills of the game 
and play for enjoyment rather than competition. 

‘From here, the talented player may choose to trial 
for their local representative team at the ages of 11- 
12, and then progressing onto the Youth League 
competition from years 13-17. The ages of 11-12 
are the most formative years in the development of 
the elite player, and it is important that during that 
period, they receive the best possible coaching for 
skills and technique. The use of regional / zone 
acadmies or the Coerver Coaching system are an 
ideal way of improving the technical ability of play-

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ers at a young age so that by the time they reach 
youh league level, there are equipped with the right 
tools of the trade. 

‘As the youth player develops physically, the level 
and type of coaching changes accordingly. Skills 
based training is then coupled with more strength 
and stamina work. As can be seen by this process, 
it is imperative that the coaches reponsible for these 
athletes are educated and qualified in the best 
coaching techniques to accomplish this job. This is 
the reason why the NSW Soccer Federation 
(NSWSF) is applying minimum coaching standards 
across the NSWSF Youth League competitions. 
The better the coaches we have, the better the play- 
ers they produce. 

During the Youth League period, the talented ath- 
lete is identified through either the Youth League 
Competition or the State Titles for regional players. 
‘The pinnacle of this process is the National Talent 
Identification Championships mentioned previous-

Although the pathway described abovets a possi- 
ble path to success, it is not the only path. It is not 
compulsory to have been a member of a State 
Academy or Institute of Sport program to make it to 
the top (Of course it doesn’t hurt either). A talented 
player may play at a Youth League Level for all 
their teen years, before being identified for possible 
National League Selection or further. 

So when you are out there trialling or havea child 
trialling in the Youth League competition remember 
that the pathway to success has many routes. If the 
drive and dedication is inside a player, there is noth- 
ing that can stop them,
